Begley, according to the petition, was standing 
in front of the Kilburn Restaurant the evening of the 
slaying, and saw Thomas drive past the Valentine 
tavern in the direction of Hyden According to the 
petition. Begley has told the defense attorney that 
Thomas turned around, halted in front of the res- 
taurant and fired the shots, and then fled toward 
Hazard. 

The petition notes that Begley "kept quiet” in 
the case because he feared for his life. Begley’s 
knowledge of the shooting, the petition states. did 
not become known to the defense until 8 p.m.. Wed 
nesday, June 25, several hours after the jury re- 
turned the life verdict. 

After seeing the shooting. Begley and a com- 
panion. Ronald Duff, fled to Leslie County. 

Thomas, during last week’s trial, repudiated a 
confession admitting the murder, Thomas, under 
sentence at LaG range, made the confession to War- 
den Dan Gray During the trial. Thomas testified 
that he confessed to the crime because an inmate at 
the prison told him his son would be killed if he 
didn't take the blame for the murder 

Comment Hurt Defendant* 

The comment made by Commonwealth Attorney 
Talbott Combs which was cited in the petition a* 
prejudicial to the defendants, went as follows: 

“And if you conclude that they were not guilty,

Apparently, however, our expectation 
that city and county officials would take 
action is in vain. 

Of what do we speak: The boost in 
telephone rates requested by General 
Telephone Co. of Kentucky. 

The Lebanon Enterprise has hit the 
proverbial nail on the head with an edi- 
torial which we here endorse 100 per- 
cent. 

We quote: 

Rising Prices Scarely News 

“Rising prices of goods and services 
are scarely news. Even in this so-called 
recession, businesses of all types have 
been forced to boost prices in order to 
meet increased costs of operation Public 
utilities are no exception for, like any 
other business, they are entitle to a reas- 
onable return on their investment. 

“For that reason, there are but few 
who wil deny that General Telephone 
Company of Kentucky is Justified in ask- 
ing the Public Service Commission to 
approve a general rate increase here and 
in 29 other Kentucky counties (Perry 
County includrtl Since the effective 
dale of its last rate increase more than 
five years ago, General has increased 
its Kentucky plant investment by 22 mil- 
lion. Further more, the company plans 
to spend an additional $15 million within 



the next year and a half In light of that 
situation, a reasonable rate increase 
seems no more than fair.” 

(Here in Perry County, the company 
is building a new, exchange and will in- 
troduce dial telephones to the region 
next February.) 

“But the new rate schedule which 
the P.S.C. has been asked to approve - 
exceeds our definition of “reasonable.” 

In Perry County, rates are to be in- 
creased as much as 40 percent, accord- 
ing to the schedule announced by the 
company. We wonder if this increase is 
justified, or if the company considers 
it a “reasonable” increase in phone 
rates. 

County, City Asked To Protest 

As was pointed out in the lebanon 
Enterprise, “it is probably a safe assump- 
tion to say that the company does not 
expect its new rate schedule to he ap- 
proved in full, and so has deliberately 
set its request high in order that it might 
still have a reasonable increase after the 
P.S.C. has done a pruning job. That’s no 
more than good business, and not many 
will fault the company for using that 
taptic.” 

We would leave this thought, how- 
ever. If no protest is raised by Perry 
Countians, you couldn’t blame the P.S.C, 
for going ahead and giving General Tele- 
phone the full increase. That protest 
must come from our city and county 
government T W L 



Prize Winning Tennessee Walkers Are Hobby of Leatherwood, Arthur Milliard 



Minniard Horse Has Won 
43 First Place Ribbons 

Beautiful women having been standard 
in this part of the country for ages, Arthur 
Minniard has in the past five years seen to it 
that horses are recognized here, too. This 
makes the oft-repeated phrase about Ken- 
tucky’s horses and women apply to Eastern 
Kentucky as well as the Bluegrass. 

Milliard, a retired school teacher who 
runs a general store and drive-in restaurant 
at Slemp near leatherwood, is owner of three 
Tennessee Walking Horses that are forever 
adding to a growing number of prize ribbons, 
won in shows throughout Kentucky, Virginia, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 

His prize horse, Skinner’s Folly, sired by 
a former world champion Walking Horse, has 
43 blue first place ribbons to her credit and 
has never failed to bring home a ribbon in 
her 85 times in the show ring. 

Another up-coming champion owned by 
Minniard is Corregidor, who has 17 ribbons 
won in 17 shows; five of these are for first 
place This gelding’s most recent showing 
was last Friday night at Berea 

Minniard said that all his horses are 
registered, and all have royal blood in their 
veins His youngest horse, Go Boy’s Beacon, 
a 13 month old chestnut animal with a blaze 



of white streaking down his head, is also of 
world champion heritage. His grandfather 
was grand champion Merry Go Boy. 

Minniard has owned six different horses 
since he became a Walking Horse enthusiast 
five years ago. 

Walking Horses are judged in the shows 
on their precision in running, walking and 
cantering. Mr. Minniard explained that the 
Walking Horse bread sprang from the old 
plantation horses, ridden by plantation own- 
ers and foremen as they supervised their 
land The horse is distinctive for its vigorous

head-shaking while in a Hat-footed walk. 

Willie Chapman, a retired miner from 
Lothair, worked with Mr Minniard as train- 
er and rider for four years. Mr. Minniard 
complimented Chapman as “one of the best 
trainers in the country.” 

Minniard’s present trainer is “Shorty” 
Teague, a professional from Williamsbuig. 
Teague has been working with Corregidor 
recently, getting him ready for tiie Berea 
show. Teague rode for Ringling Brother's 
Circus five years. 



Tennessee Walkers Have 
Brought Fame To Owner 

The trainer usually rides in the shows, 
hut occasionally Minniard himself rides, Just 
for the fun of it. His 15-year-old daughter, 
DeRonda, is also developing into a qualified 
show rider. 

When trainer Teague does not have a 
horse in training at Williamsburg, the horses 
are kept in a small, brown stable near Mr. 
Minniard’s attractive brick home on the 
Leatherwood road going to Cumberland. The 
horses are fed regular horse and mule feed, 
and are not pampered lieyond having a dry, 
comfortable stable and patient care from 
their owner. 

Minniard said lie is strictly amateur in 
the horse business, and follows the hobby 
purely for fun His horses have competed in 
professional competition, however, and been 
good enough to beat the professionals Min- 
niard enters about three shows a month dur- 
ing the summer show season. 

He says he plans to continue showing his 
horses in the future, following about the 
same procedure without any major plans for 
expansion. “1 do it just for pleasure,” he 
says, and his pleasure is evident when he 
talks about his Walking Horses and the rib- 
bons they 1 a\e ’.von.
